The Chief told the story ol 
his march from Washington Territory 
Idaho and into Montana to the 
vicinity of Yellowstone Hark, a mas-

Thousand.

gave the narrative there were Oriok- 

. Mamlans, tiros Ventres, Nes 
, Cheyenues and Sioux, They

Scott 
could see that there was perfect com- 
prehension of the narrative. Not a 
word was spoken.
